H ultz told the same story as 
related to the mayor on Saturday ev­ 
ening, stating that lie was robbed of 
♦ 18 by Blakely on the Horn switch. 
He was positive of the identity of the 
accused.

No. I furnished inform ation to the 
local police that led to the exposurf 
The first wife lives In Baltim ore nm! 
claims that Spilth deserted her ami 
his children. 
VVI en confronted w ith the c h a rg e 
Smith adm itted that he had been mar 
rled 
to the Baltim ore woman, 
but 
claimed that he had placed an nppll 
ration for divorce in t h e hands o f an 
attorney and understood that It had 
been granted. 
At the tim e of th*1 exposure Smith 
wa* ill, tho first, signs of tho dread 
disease that ranged his death.

first 
leap year in eight years, and will have 
only two eclipses. This last condition 
lias not occurred before for a century 
and will not occur again for another 
hundred years. 
According to ordinary usuage 1900 
would have been a leap year. But tile 
calendar of Julius Caesar consisted iii 
giving the year 3G5»4 days. which was 
ll minutes too much, an error which 
by 1582 had amounted approximately 
to 10 days. 
Pope Gregory ordered October 5, 
1582, to be called the 15th, and decreed 
that all Centura! years not multiples 
of 400 should not be made leap year 
Thus 1600 was the last centurial leap 
year and 2,000 will be the next. This 
method reconciles the civil year with 
the true solar year to within 22.38 sec 
onds, and amounts to the difference of 
a day only every 3,866 years. 
After eight years' rest, bachelors are 
hereby given due warning that 
East 
Liverpool maids are already preparing

leap year privileges when the new 
year opens. 
Nineteen hundred

four, therefore, it is expected, will pro 
duce a remarkable boom in the mar­ 
riage market, while the extra demand 
for coal, gas and otner courtship com 
modifies is expected to create a coi­ 
ner in those necessities and force up 
the price to an unheard of figure.

expedition which opened up the Lou 
isiana territory. 
The expedition left St. Louis in 1804 
and was out two and a half years. 
It 
proceeded up the Missouri to its head 
waters, explored the region, made a 
portage overland and continued dowr 
the Columbia. This opened up a vast 
extent of country and gave the United 
States a basis for claiming the Oregoi 
country later. 
Tho year 1904 will also mark the bi 
centennial of the takiug of Gibraitai 
by the English, August 4, 17o4, aud the 
battle of Blenheim. August 13, 1704.

T here was a frightful panic among 
the Italian Inm ates of the swarming 
front and rear tenem ents opposite and 
In the rear of the burning buildings, 
ami the firemen and police reserves 
from three precincts had the utm ost 
difficulty In getting the people out to 
the street. 
The fire started in the third floor 
and when the firemen arrived the first, 
second and third floors w ere in a 
blaze. 
The third, fourth and fifth 
alarm s were sent in in rapid succes­ 
sion and about an hour after the fire 
started the “Two-Nines" alarm was 
sounded. 
B attalion Chief Colem an 
entered 
the building with a num ber of men, 
including Lieutenant Jones and Fatho* 
Smith, the Are departm ent chaplain. 
They w ere about 25 feet inside when 
fire cam e through the walla and tho 
building shook. 
The firemen saw tho 
danger and dashed for th e outside. 
Tho chaplain escaped, but a beam 
fell and hit Coleman and Jones, pin­ 
ning them to tho floor. F ath er Smith, 
with three firemen, turned back to 
tho rescue and dragged out Jones, 
who had managed to stagger to his 
feet. 
Jones, in pulling him self out, 
felt for Coleman. 
He found him sn 
pinned ho could not rescue him, but 
got his helmet, which he put on and 
escaped. 
W ithin a m inute tho entire 
roar and side walls fell. 
A fter the 
building bad been totally destroyed 
the body cf Chief Coleman w as fount 
wedged under fallen debris in such r. 
position that the firemen w ere unable 
to reach it. 
Coleman was made a battalion chief 
last August, 
lie won the Bennett 
medal for bravery eight years ago for 
rescuing two women from a boarding 
bouse fire In East Tenth street. 
Richard Joyce, a fireman who was 
appointed only IO days ago, wan re­ 
ported missing after the fire was out 
He was last seen lu the building just 
before the walls fell.

General Reyes ta not talking for pub­ 
lication, but to several European am­ 
bassadors he has confided his fears 
w ith frankness and has said that he 
Is doing everything in h is power to 
prevent an outbreak before the con­ 
clusion of his m ission, but that al­ 
though his influence w ith the army I* 
considerable, he is so far away that 
it is difficult for him to m ake this felt 
as strongly as 
if h e 
w ere on the 
ground and in command. 
General R eyes w ill call upon the 
United States for a reference to The 
•Hague of several of the questions it 
issue. 
European diplom ats have told 
General Reyes that it is expecting too 
much to expect this governm ent to 
subm it any phase o f the Panam a mat 
ter to The Hague. 
Several am bassa­ 
dors have earnestly advised the gen­ 
eral to impress on his people the fact 
that Europe wants the isthm ian canal 
and that Colombia can expect no sym ­ 
pathy from that quarter. 
It is hoped that the receipt of this 
new s in Bogota w ill do m uch to calm 
the feeling there and hold the Colom­ 
bians in check until General R eyes 
can return. 
Great Britain and the 
Netherlands have taken pains to let 
General R eyes know indirectly that 
Colombia reckons w ithout her host if 
she interprets their delay In recogniz­ 
ing the republic of Panam a as an evi­ 
dence of their sym pathy for Colombia. 
It is unlikely that our naval com­ 
manders in Isthmian w aters will go 
to the extent of dislodging the Colom­ 
bian troops from the Island of Pines.

Ship's Cook Desires Execution Rather 
Than Rem ain In Prison. 
New York, Dec. 21.—F rank H enry 
Burness. a sh ip ’s cook, placed on trial 
in Brooklyn for th*1 m urder of Cap 
tain George B. Townsend, skipper of 
the schooner C harles Buckley, on Nor. 
IO, adm itted his guilt, and a written 
confession was subm itted in which he 
declared th a t he had shot the captain 
deliberately and w ith premeditation 
because th e la tte r owed him money 
He preferred to be executed rather 
than rem ain in prison. 
T he confession further stated that 
the prisoner 
had 
previously killed 
three men. 
F o r shooting a man in 
Charlestown, Mass., he said he had 
served th ree years In prison; that he 
had served a term in Havana for kill­ 
ing a team ster, and that he had killed 
a m an nam ed H e n ry Hecker, on which 
charge he w as acquitted on a techni­ 
cality.
